The Auditors for the town of Enfield, for the year ending Febru- 
ary 25, 1857, have attended to the duties assigned them, and submit 
the following 


REPORT. 


We have examined the accounts of the Selectmen, and also of the 
Overseer of the Poor, and find them. correctly cast and well vouched. 
The Selectmen credit the town with cash received from various 
sources, as shown by their Account accompanying this Report, 


amounting in all to the sum of $6646.42 
They charge the town with cash paid out, as per their ac- 

count, amounting to 6415.87 
Leaving in the hands of the Selectmen due the town, $230.55 
The Overseer of the Poor credits the town with cash re- 

ceived, as per his account annexed, amounting to $1318.43 
The Overseer charges ,the town with cash paid out, as per 

his bills, amounting to 1318.48 
And there is now due from the county the sum of 237.37 


There are 13 paupers now at the Farm.

Leaving the liabilities of the town above available

It will be seen, by a glance at the accounts of the Selectmen, that 
the expenses of the current year are unusually large. This has oe- 
eurred from circumstances which were unavoidable, at least in a great 
measure—the heavy rains of last summer causing great damage to 
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the roads at North Enfield, and on Stony Brook, and at other parts 
of the town; causing a large extra expense in repairing the same. 
Several bridges were rebuilt, some of which had become dangerous, 
and others impassable ; also, large bills of expense were made in con- 
sequence of the heavy snows of the present winter blocking the 
roads. Add to these several unsettled claims against the town at the 
commencement of the present year, which were not reported as lia- 
bilities in the previous report, but which have been settled and paid 
the present year, and it will account for the liabilities of the town 
not seeming to be reduced but little during the present year. We 
find an outstanding bill against the town at the commencement of the 
present year, which was then a liability of the town, but not reported 
as such, to wit: the bill of J. J. Frye, for liquors, Sept. 24, 1855, 
amounting to $70.75, which should have been added to the then lia- 
bilities of the town. 

We also find an account against the town of money belonging to 
the School Fund, which has been used by the town for other pur- 
poses, and which. the town are holden to appropriate for school pur- 
poses, amounting to some seven hundred dollars. We mention this 
that the town may know that such a liability is against the town, and 
when any more money is thought to be needed for schools than comes 
in the ordinary way, each year, they can act peyhincede in the 
matter.

SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


OF THE 


TOWN OF ENFIELD. 


_. Tue Superintending School Committee, having discharged the du- 
ties of his office, would respectfully submit the following report of 
the condition of the District Schools in this town, during the past 
year : 
DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer school taught by Miss Harriet A. Johnson. 

This was a large and difficult school to manage. At our first visit 
the deportment of the scholars was not entirely satisfactory ; but, by 
the persevering efforts of the teacher, a gradual reform was effected ; 
and at the close of the school, we attended a very interesting exam- 
ination. The scholars had been thoroughly drilled, and promptly 
answered the questions put to them. 

Length of school, 16 weeks; number of scholars, 35. 

The winter school was divided into two departments. The higher 
department was taught by Mr. J. K. Hayward. We put this down 
as the most orderly of our winter schools. Mr. Hayward excels as a 
disciplinarian. He also gave us, at our last visit, a very comprehen- 
sive review. Scholars, to “‘keep up with his time,’’ must be active, 
attentive and prompt. If they are thus, they will find him a good 
instructor. This school is still in session, it abe been prolonged 
three weeks by private subscription. 

Length of school, 16 weeks ; number of scholars, 34. 

The lower department was taught by Miss Ruth L. Ghesley. 

This school is peculiar, in that it is composed wholly of small 
scholars—more than two thirds of them being under eight years of 
age. In such a school we cannot expect to find that regularity and 
advancement attainable by older scholars; but we are confident that 
few teachers would have managed the school better, or improved it 
more than did Miss Chesley. We put her’s down as a successful 


Length of school, 12 weeks; number of scholars, 34. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The summer school was taught by Miss Clarissa Follansbee. 
This was a small school, composed principally of girls. Both 
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teacher and scholars seemed to desire improvement, and their desires 
were measurably realized. 

Length of school, 10 weeks ; number of scholars, 8. 

The winter school was taught by Miss Emily E. Goodhue. 

The school was somewhat larger during this than in seyeral pre- 
ceding terms. It was well taught, and good improvement was made. 
The school-house is becoming “old and uncomfortable. ‘The district 
will not think of having another winter school in it before it is re- 
paired. 

Length of school, 10 weeks; number of scholars, 13. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


The fall school was taught by Miss Elizabeth W. Johnson. 

All in the district were satisfied with this school, which fact alone 
is a sufficient proof of its success. Too much praise can not be be- 
stowed upon this district, for the almost new and beautiful school- 
house which it has fitted up during the past year. If the parents 
will hereafter “keep the unity of the spirit in the bonds of peace,” 
they can have one of the best schools in town. We suggest that for 
several years to come, the district employ the most experienced and 
competent teachers. 

Length of school, 7 weeks; number of scholars, 13. 


The winter school was taught by Miss A. Augusta Noyes. » 

Miss Noyes manifested great interest in the school. She entered 
it with little experience in teaching. At our first visit we did not 
find that good order and studiousness requisite to a good school ; but,. 
at our last visit, great improvement was manifested. Good order pre- 
vailed ; good recitations were performed, and as much improvement 
had been made as could have been expected in soshortaterm. Can 
not the parents in this district unite to board the teacher, so as not 
to expend so much money for that purpose, which ought to be appro- 
priated to lengthen out the school. In terms of six and seven weeks 
scholars can do little more than make a beginning. 

Length of school, 62 weeks; number of scholars, 9. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


> 

The summer and winter schools were taught by Miss Lucy J. 
Burleigh. 

In .few of our schools have we found the teacher and scholars so 
well united as in this. Most of the scholars are quite young, and 
the teacher, by her condescension and faithful instructions, made their 
studies attractive and their school pleasant. At our last visit the 
house was very cold, which, we presume, was the occasion of rather 
more noise than was agreeable. This district deserves much praise 
for expending its money so economically. Only one district in town 
has sustained longer schools. 

Length of summer school, 10 weeks; number of scholars, 18. 

Length of winter school, 20 weeks; number of scholars, 19. 
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' DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Summer school taught by Miss Mary A. Clough. 

This was Miss Clough’s first school. Her success was good, The 
parents were satisfied and the scholars improved. We hope the time 
is not distant when this district will see it to be promotive of its own 
interest to unite with other districts. Its scholars would then enjoy 
more school at less expense. 

Length of school, 7 weeks; number of scholars, 8. 

Winter school, taught by Miss Rebecca 8. Perley. 

This was also a successful school. Several large and quite advanc- 
ed scholars belonged to it during a part of the term. At our last 
visit we listened to an interesting and satisfactory review in the vari- 
ous branches pursued. 

Length of school, 10 weeks; number of scholars, 16. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 

The summer school was taught by Miss Ruth S. Chesley. 

We can say but little of this school. We visited it twice, but we 
believe only five small scholars were present at each visit. Miss 
Chesley no doubt faithfully discharged her duty. 

Length of school, 93 weeks; number of scholars, 9. 

The fall school was taught by Mr. Edward G. Morse. 

This school was largely composed of young gentlemen, who appli- 
ed themselves diligently; and, considering the brevity of the term, 
great advancement was made. Mr. Morse was untiring, and thorough 
in his instructions. 

Length of school, 6 weeks; number of scholars, 11. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


The summer school was taught by Miss Caroline Chesley. 

This is another school of which we can make but an imperfect re- 
port. Only a few small scholars were present’ the day of our first 
visit. We failed to receive notice of its close, and therefore did not 
visit it at that time 

Length of school, 10 weeks; number of scholars, 11. 

The winter school was taught by Miss Mary A. Clough, who 
brought it to a very successful termination. We listened to some 
very perfect recitations : in several of them there was not a failure. 
We hope the district will take good care of that poor old school-house. 

Length of school, 83 weeks; number of scholars, 11. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 
The fall school was taught by Miss Harriet A. Smith. 
Scholars were sent into this school from several other districts, and 
the school presented a fine appearance. Being engaged to teach in 
another district during the winter, Miss Smith did not complete the 
term, but she is to return and finish it this spring. 

The school-house ip this district has become unfit for use. The 
last term was taught in a dwelling-house. We hope efficient means 
will soon be taken to unite this+district with districts No. 7 and 17. 

Length of school, 13 weeks; number of scholars, 14. 
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DISTRICT NO. 9- 


The summer and winter schools were taught by Miss Susan R. 
Barney. 

During the summer term the scholars were mostly émall and made 
rapid progress in their studies. Miss Barney is well adapted to in- 
struct small scholars. During the winter term several young ladies 
and gentlemen attended school. We fear they did not devote them- 
selves as studiously to the duties of the school as they might have 
done. ‘T'o succeed in the highest degree, teachers and scholars must 
give themselves wholly to the duties of the school. This school has 
not yet closed. 

Length of summer school, 12 weeks; number of scholars, 20. 

Length of winter school, 12 weeks; number of scholars, 24. 


DISTRICT NO 10. 


The summer school was taught by Miss Elizabeth I’. Little. 

This school opened with a fair prospect of success. At our first 
visit it was orderly, and both teachers and scholars were rightly em- 
ployed. We visited it near its close, but it being Monday morning, 
only a few small scholars were present. Hence we can not judge so 
correctly of the progress made. Register not returned. 

The winter school was taught by Uharles McDaniel, who is an ex- 
perienced and competent teacher. This is the third time he has 
taught this school, and the last{term passed off as satisfactorily to the 
district as the first. We hope the school-house may be repaired be- 
fore another teacher enters it. Register not returned. 


DISTRICT NO 11. \ 


The summer school was taught by Miss Elvira J. Johnson. 

This was the largest school in town. It required great skill in 
governing and teaching to render it successful. 

Miss J Fohnson, by her perseverance and ‘‘aptness to teach,” made 
it one of our best summer schools. 

Length of school, 12 weeks; number of scholars, 35. 

The winter school was taught by Mr. Edward G. Morse. 

We did not find in this schooi the good order we love to see, but 
in all other respects we consider it a successful term. Mr. Morse is 
a faithful and thorough teacher, and scholars in his school have fine 
opportunities to improve. 

Length of school, 10$ weeks; number of scholars, 36. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


The summer and winter schools were taught by Miss Elizabeth W. 
Johnson. 

This school generally reports favorably. It employs good teach- 
ers,—the parents unite to sustain their teachers,—the scholars know 
and perform the duties of scholars,—and consequently they realize, 
in an eminent degree, the beneficent design of the common school. 

The foregoing remarks may be applied “with great propriety to the 
schools in this district during the past year. At the commencement 
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of the summer term, outline maps were purchased and hung in the 
school room. 
Length of summer school, 12 weeks ; number of scholars, 20. 
Length of winter school, 11 weeks; number of scholars, 21. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Church family, Shakers: The summer school was taught by Mary 
M. Irish, who has taught the summer school during several successive 
seasons with good success. We will simply add, that her success 
was as good in the last, as in any previous term. 

Length of school, 17 weeks; number of scholars, 23. 

The winter school was taught by Sylvester W. Russell, who is a 
young and inexperienced -teacher. Our last visit was very brief, 
hence we did not have an opportunity to judge of the improvement 
of the school. We are informed that it has been satisfactory to all 
in the district. ' 

Length of school, 16 weeks; number of scholars, 29. 


DISTRICT NO. 14. 


The summer school was taught by Mrs. Lucinda W. Noyes. 

Mrs. Noyes is a good teacher: her schools always benefit her schol- 
ars. But it is very difficult to make a school of five scholars either 
useful or interesting. This district should be merged in the other 
districts in that part of the town. 

Length of school, 10 weeks; number of scholars, 5. 

The winter school was taught by W. H. H. Wright. 

The above report of the summer school appropriately applies to the 
winter school with the qualification, that this was Mr. Wright’s first 
school, and instead of having five, he had only four scholars. 

Length of school, 8 weeks. 


DISTRICT NO. 15, 


The summer and winter schools were taught by Miss Mary A. 
Gilman. | | | 

The schools in this district have’ been much more successful this 
year than they were last. One reason why they have succeeded is, 
they have had a teacher well qualified for her business. The schol- 
ars have been well instructed and governed. Another reason is, the 
parents have generally united to sustain her. Let them al/ thus 
unite in time to come, and they will have good schools. This school 
has not yet closed. 

Length of summer school, 14 weeks; number of scholars, 12. 

Length of winter school, 11 weeks; number of scholars, 15. 


DISTRICT NO. 16. 


The summer school was taught by Miss EH. M. Stickney. 

This district has but few scholars, but they are as advanced as any 
in town of their age. The teacher, who entered the school without 
any experience in the business, brought it to a successful termination. 

Length of school, 6 weeks ; number of scholars, 12. 
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The winter school was taught by Mr. Farnum Colby, who we be- 
lieve has given entire satisfaction to both parents and scholars. The 
school passed a good examination at its close. 

Length of school, 12 weeks ; number of scholars, 11. 


DISTRICT NO. 17. 


The summer and winter schools were taught by Miss Harriet A. 
Smith. 

At the cémmencement of the summer term an agreement was made 
between this district and district No. 8 to unite, to send the scholars 
from one district to the other, and thus constantly keep them all under 
the instruction of Miss Smith. This was a judicious arrangement, 
and has been very advantageous to the scholars in both districts. We 
can truthfully say, that no school in town has made more adyante- 
ment than this. 

Length of summer school, 11 weeks; number of scholars, 20. 

Length of winter school, 14 aveeks; number of scholars, 21. 


DISTRICT NO. 18. 


Barker family, Shakers. The summer school was taught by Mary ~ 
Russell, who is an old teacher, but who has been out of the business 
for several years. We think as much improvement was made daring 
this term as during any previous term since our acquaintance with _ 
the school. | 

Length of school, 16 weeks; number of scholars, 13. 

Winter school, taught by Lemuel Morse, Mary Russell and Samuel 
Elkins. 

Lemuel Morse commenced the school, continued it a few weeks, and 
then abandoned the Shakers. Mary Russell then took charge of it 
until she was obliged to relinquish it on account of ill health. Sam- 
uel Hlkins is now teaching it, and is succeeding finely. We think 
the school has never been improving so rapidly as it now is. 

Length of school, 16 weeks; number of scholars, 18. 


FELLOW CITIZENS : 


‘The committee to whose care the superintendence of your common 
schools has been committed the past year, has presented, in the fore- 
going pages, his second and last annual report. 

He has given you a brief sketch of the condition of each and every 
school. He has desired to be just to all, but he may have erred often 
in judgment. He has described the schools as they appeared to him, 
and if he has done injustice to any of them, no one will regret it 
more than himself. 

This review of the schools must afford us all satisfaction, and be 
an encouragement to every one who desires to have them prosper. 

Thirty-six teachers have been employed during the year,—four 
males and thirty-two females. ‘Twenty-one of these have been reared 
in our own town. ‘Thirty of them had had more or less experience 
in the business,—the remaining six were new in the business. Most 
of the schools have been larger, longer, and better taught than they 
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were last year. Fewer complaints have been entered, and a greater 
number of visits to the school made by the parents and other citizens. 

It affords us pleasure to chronicle the thorough renovation of the 
school-house in district No. 3. It has been raised up and tastily re- 
paired. We hope the time is not distant when districts No, 4, 6, 7 
and 10, will take measures to exchange the miserable buildings called 
school-houses within their limits, for better structures, which shall be 
worthy of the name. 

We again recommend that districts No. 2 and 9 be united,—that 
district No. 5 be merged in districts No. 4 and 6,—that district No. 
8 be merged in districts No. 7 and 17,—and that district No. 14 be 
merged in districts No. 15 and 16. 

Most of our school-houses are without apparatus or furniture. A 
globe, a set of outline maps, a chart of the vocal elements, and a 
dictionary should be in every school-house. 

There should be an immediate change in the reading books through- 
out the town. More attention should be given to penmanship and 
spelling. Unsteadiness of attendance and tardiness still injure all of 
our schools. Parents, if they wish to have their children improve, 
must require them to attend school steadily and punctually, and keep 
them from amusements which withdraw their minds from their studies. 

Had we space we might enlarge upon several points, but we have 
already occupied too much room. We now retire from the field in 
which we have labored the last two years. We are grateful for the 
confidence that has been reposed in us. May the blessings of Heay- 
en ever rest upon the common schools of this and every town in our 
country.
